Zobel, Emilie, B.A. (Supervising, girls’ ind. arts), Virginia School. 
Zoellner, Mrs. Hazel, B.Ed., Paul Binner School, Milwaukee, Wis. 
Zola, Hertha, B.S. (phys. ed.), Arizona School, Tucson, Ariz. 
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Alabama School.—There has recently been installed a 
complete dental outfit in the school hospital and a dentist 
engaged to render part time service. The children will re- 
ceive dental service at the school in the future. 

The institution has a truck garden comprising several 
acres; also, about twenty-five acres of peaches and apples. 
The dietitians remain at the school throughout the entire 
year. During the summer vacation several thousand quarts 
of vegetables were canned. 

In common with other similar schools, several of the 
larger pupils have dropped out to accept positions made 
vacant by men who have gone into the service. A great de- 
mand has been placed on the school to supply bakers, print- 
ers, barbers, cobblers and the like. 

At the recent session of the Alabama Legislature, the age 
limit for entrance to the school was lowered from seven to 
six years. As a result there is now for the first time a small 
class of six year olds. 


Arizona School.—During the summer, vocational equip- 
ment, which included new shoe repair machinery for a com- 
plete shop, a new linotype for the printing department, and 
a new multiple-speed dough mixer for the baking classes, was 
received and installed. 


Dallas (Texas) Pilot Institute—The Dallas Pilot Insti- 
tute for the Deaf opened in September. It is being sponsored 
by the Pilot Club of Dallas which is a national civic 
organization for professional and business women. Two 
classes for pre school children are held daily in rooms pro- 
vided by one of the city schools. One group is taken from 
9 to 11:30 and another from 12:30 to 3, thus permitting of 
better classification and smaller classes. 


Illinois School—During the early summer fire of unknown 
origin was discovered by the employees of the school on the 
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second floor of a building housing the hospital and dining 
room facilities. The building was totally destroyed at an 
estimated damage set at $175,000.00. Despite the loss of this 
building the opening of school was not delayed in September. 
A rearrangement was made for the housing and feeding of 
the students and new hospital facilities were established. 


Kansas School.—The Kansas School has revived the for- 
mal study hour to replace the system of dormitory study in 
vogue the last few years. Students, under the direction of two 
teachers, study in a large room for an hour each evening, 
Monday through Thursday, and on Saturday morning. 

The school has this year enrolled a larger proportion of 
very young pupils than in many previous years. 


Kentucky School.—Due to extensive alterations and re- 
pairs to buildings, the school will not open its doors to admit 
pupils prior to March first. The state has set aside a three 
million dollar rehabilitation appropriation fund for its vari- 
ous institutions out of which more than eighty thousand 
dollars was spent at the School for the Deaf, Danville. 


Lane Technical High School, Chicago.—Students with de- 
fective hearing in the Lane Technical High School have all 
of their academic, shop and physical education subjects in 
the regular classes with students of normal hearing. They 
have lip-reading, speech, acoustic training and special guid- 
ance under the direction of two teachers especially trained 
for this technical work. 


Lexington (New York) School.—A psychologist has been 
added to the staff of the Lexington School this year. The 
person chosen for this position graduated from the Lexing- 
ton teacher training department in June 1941 and for the 
past two years has been a teacher in the Academic Depart- 
ment, She is a registered psychologist. Her three years’ 
experience with the deaf has given her a good background 
for approaching in a more realistic way the problems to be 
studied. This psychologist will co-ordinate all phases of a 
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comprehensive testing program including psychological 
testing, hearing tests, achievement tests, personality an- 
alyses, and research studies. 

A new phase of the parent education program estab- 
lished this year is a course being given to parents designed 
to give them knowledge and facility in the use of simple 
teaching techniques which parents of young deaf children 
can use with safety in their homes with their deaf children. 
The lectures in this course are given each Monday afternoon 
for three months, the first ten lectures and demonstrations 
being for parents of deaf children below the age of six and 
the last five for parents of deaf children above the age of 
six. This course is being offered in co-operation with Hunter 
College and is open to parents of normal hearing children 
if interested and to doctors, public health nurses and social 
workers. 


Manistique (Michigan) Day School.—At the Manistique 
Junior High and Senior High, special speech and lip-reading 
provisions are made for six pupils who attend the regular 
academic and vocational training classes. 


Maryland School—The Maryland State School for the 
Deaf celebrated its 75th anniversary during the past school 
year, concluding with a pageant at the commencement ex- 
ercises recounting the history of the school, showing suc- 
ceeding methods of instruction and being replete with 
pantomime. As an expression of appreciation and a further 
demonstration of the spirit of co-operation which has al- 
ways existed, the alumni, through its president, S. R. Mc- 
Call, presented the school with a gift of $500.00. 


Michigan School._—The Professional Organization of the 
Michigan School for the Deaf and the Michigan State Board 
of Education sponsored a conference which was held in Flint, 
February 3, 4 and 5, 1944. The occasion commemorated the 
90th anniversary of the founding of the Michigan School 
for the Deaf. 
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The program consisted of exhibits, demonstrations, dis- 
cussions, and pertinent speeches, centering around the 
theme Living Today for Tomorrow. Mental hygiene, the 
slow learning child, the spastic child, prevention of deaf- 
ness, testing programs, problems of the hard-of-hearing, 
hearing aids, language, and reading development for the 
deaf, higher education for the deaf, and vocational guidance 
were some of the topics discussed by prominent authorities 
in the field of special education. Emphasis was placed on 
mental hygiene as it bears a relationship to the problems of 
the handicapped in the postwar period, and on the responsi- 
bilities of our schools in preparing those having handicaps to 
cope successfully with such problems. 

Persons interested in improving instruction for the deaf 
and the hard of hearing were invited to attend. 


Minnesota School_—The Minnesota School celebrated the 
80th anniversary of its founding in 1943. The Companion for 
December gives an interesting review of the history of the 
school with illustrations of all buildings past and present 
and of the six superintendents who have served during that 
period. Of these, Jonathan L. Noyes served for 30 years and 
James N. Tate for 27 years. The present incumbent, Leonard 
M. Elstad, has entered upon his 12th year. He is one of the 
hardest working men in the profession and the fruits of his 
efforts are visible on every hand. 


Montana School.—Following a serious illness Edwin G. 
Peterson, president of the Montana School for the Deaf and 
Blind has been granted a 6 months leave of absence from 
his administrative duties. Effective November 15 Donald R. 
Bosley of Great Falls assumed responsibility for the 
management of the institution with the title of “Assistant 
President.” Mr. Peterson will remain in Great Falls and 
his association with the school will be only in advisory 
capacity during his recuperation. 

Mr. Bosley who was formerly on the staff of the Great 
Falls High school, but who is now employed in the edi- 
torial department of the Great Falls Tribune, will divide his 
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time between two assignments during the balance of the 
current school year. 


Oakland Day School_—For several years parents of chil- 
dren at the Oakland, California, Day School, in co-operation 
with the Board of Education, have been responsible for great 
improvements in teaching facilities. A new building with 
group hearing aids in each room; supplementary books for 
the children’s library; individual hearing aids and funds 
for educational tours have been realized. A parent study 
group has been formed where mutual problems of how best 
to help the children when at home are being studied. Mem- 
bers of the teaching staff act as leaders of the discussions. 


Sarah Fuller Home for Little Deaf Children, Roxbury, 
Massachusetts—The type of teaching service conducted by 
the Sarah Fuller Home is reported to be the first of its 
kind to be conducted in the United States. This teaching 
service has been carried on successfully since 1927. The 
plan is not that of teaching in a school but to visit the 
homes of all pre-school age deaf children in and around 
Boston, and provide a free service to all mothers and to 
their deaf babies from the time they are two years old until 
they are placed in schools. 


Seattle, Washington, Day School.—With the organization 
of a class for primary hard-of-hearing children, the Seattle 
Public Schools now have a complete and suitable program 
for the education of the acoustically handicapped. Children 
are enrolled in the nursery school for an hour a day as young 
as three years, and their parents are given the help they 
need for home training. They are kept in school until they 
either graduate from a hearing high school or take voca- 
tional training at an earlier age and are placed in industry. 
Hard-of-hearing children with decibel losses around 35 and 
40 are placed in either a primary or intermediate hard-of- 
hearing class, and as soon as they are able they do some 
contact work in the hearing school in which their class 
is located. The itinerant teacher of lip reading assists in 
their home schools those children with lesser losses. She 
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not only gives lip reading and helps the classroom teachers 
understand the problems of these children, but she also 
administers the general 4A audiometer testing program. 


South Carolina School_—The South Carolina School for 
the Deaf is inaugurating a teacher training class in connec- 
tion with Converse College. Two seniors from Converse 
who are majoring in Education and one, a graduate of 
Winthrop College, are this year taking the course. In order 
to qualify, they will complete one full year of special train- 
ing in addition to the preliminary work of this year. That 
part of the course which is given at the School for the Deaf 
will be under the direction of Miss Ruth Jeffrey, supervising 
teacher, and Mrs. Herbert H. Lester, a teacher in the high 
school department. 


South Dakota School_—Because of its creditable war ac- 
tivities program the State Treasury Department sends the 
following letter:

South Dakota School for the Deaf

You have undoubtedly seen the story carried by the Asso- 
ciated Press which lists your school as one of the winners 
of the Schools at War scrapbook contest. 

The judges felt that not only was your book artistically 
set up but also the work carried on by your school for 
helping the war program was of the highest caliber. Your 
school is one of the nine city schools which received a rank 
of honorable mention. 

Please express our sincere appreciation to your pupils for 
the splendid job they are doing not only in the purchase of 
War Bonds and Stamps but also in carrying on allied war 
activities. 

Under separate cover we are returning your scrapbook to 
you so that it will be a part of the permanent files of your 
school’s history.

grades and High School of the Boys’ Department of St. ‘ 
Joseph’s School for the Deaf are now under the direction of 
the Viatorian Fathers fror: Chicago.

Priests are teaching. They also direct the vocational de- 
partment, the physical education, sports, and military train- 
ing. 

The Girls’ Department continues under its former man- w 
agement and includes the boys of the Primary grades. The 
girls carry on their typing and vocational work—power 
machine operating, household arts, and physical education. 


Willis and Elizabeth Martin School, Philadelphia — 
Formerly designated as the Northwest Public School, this 
school now bearing the name of Willis and Elizabeth Martin . 
School has been moved to a lovely one story, red brick : 
colonial building, equipped with a gymnasium, first class 
lunch facilities, two greenhouses, a garden, a small swim- 
ming pool, and modern classrooms. Classes in homemaking, 
industrial arts and gymnastics are being conducted, and 
special individual counseling provided. With the aid of a 
government subsidy hot lunches will be served at noon. 
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How ‘‘Deafness and the Deaf in the 
United States’” Came to Be Written

= Editor of the ANNALS has very kindly asked me to tell 

something of the beginning of my studies and researches 
regarding the deaf, and how the work has proceeded with 
respect to them, as embodied in “Deafness and the Deaf 
in the United States.” Am not by any means sure that such 
a recital will be of interest to all the readers of the ANNALS; 
but so gracious an invitation, is one that cannot well be 
declined. 

These studies began a good many years ago—to be exact, 
in the fall of 1908, while doing graduate work at Columbia 
University, carrying on work there at odd hours—late in 
the afternoons, on Saturdays, or during the summer period— 
while teaching at what was then known as the New York 
Institution for the Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb, now 
better called the New York School for the Deaf, or as some 
of us like to think of it, old Fanwood. When the subject 
of a thesis came up for consideration, my two major pro- 
fessors thought it might make a helpful contribution to 
write on the deaf (or as they first called it, the “deaf 
and dumb”), and in fact they rather insisted upon it. 

A word should be said as to the character of the work 
at that time being done by my two major professors, for this 
had an important bearing on the whole matter. Neither 
was giving full time to teaching at Columbia, both having 
their larger activities in other fields. One was director of 
what was then known as the New York School of Phil- 
anthropy (now the New York School of Social Work). The 
other was general secretary of what was then known as 
the New York Charity Organization Society (now in con- 
solidation with the Association for Improving the Condition 
of the Poor, called the New York Community Service So- 
ciety). Our seminar meetings, where our graduate theses 
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were discussed, were mainly held at the United Charities 
building, at the corner of Fourth Avenue and East 22nd 
Street, in New York City. This “charity” environment was 
to have considerable effect on my research undertaking. 

The subject suggested by my professors was not confined 
to the deaf alone; it was to embrace the blind and feeble- 
minded (and epileptics) as well. (Shall never forget the 
look of regret and dismay on the face of Dr. Edward Miner 
Gallaudet when telling him of the plan to combine all 
these three classes in one study.) The full title assigned 
me was “Benefactions to the Deaf, the Blind, and the 
Feebleminded”—a title that perhaps sounded good to the 
readers of the announcements at the New York School of 
Philanthropy, but did not meet with the approval of edu- 
cators of the deaf. 

It was soon realized that such a subject would never do: 
there was something seriously and drastically wrong with 
it in two particulars. One was that these three classes 
should by all means be separated in any treatment of them 
—that in their joint treatment no good was to be gained, 
but no little actual disservice done to each. The other 
error was that “benefactions” was not to be the chief or 
primary consideration in a study of any of these classes, 
but rather their condition and needs. When all this was 
clearly apprehended, sanction was given to separate the 
groups and to treat appropriately such of them as might 
be studied. (It is to be recalled that in each of my works 
on the deaf there is a chapter on “benefactions”; perhaps 
this is a sort of hangover from the original plans.) 

My preliminary studies on the deaf (they proved to 
be only preliminary) were accepted as my thesis at Co- 
lumbia University under the name “The Deaf: Their 
Position in Society and the Provision for Their Education 
in the United States.” But this was not without difficulty and 
trouble, because of the difference of opinion in respect to 
the “charity” conceptions and classifications. (The setting 
of the seminar discussions is not to be forgotten.) From 
the start it was insisted upon by me that the deaf were not 
in any way to be regarded as “objects of charity”; that 
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their schools were to be looked upon only in an educational 
light; that any approaches or designations savoring of 
charity could have no place. (It may be noticed how in 
all my studies of the deaf there is throughout vigorous re- 
jection of any charity signification or conception to be 
applied to them, there being a special chapter with regard 
to schools; perhaps this is in greater or less part a result of 
these early struggles.) Our discussions were quite warm at 
times; and possibly now and then my attitude seemed some- 
what belligerent. At any rate it was not easy to have the 
thesis accepted in the way it had been prepared. For a time 
it seemed that the higher degree was to be denied me. My 
final decision was to forego that and treat singly the 
topic of the deaf instead—something that would be far 
better and far more important. It was under these circum- 
stances that the study was published independently. With 
this, and with the aid and support of other professors with 
less of a charity background, the matter eventually came to 
a happy ending. 

Later research was continued on the study of the blind 
and much interest developed as the work progressed. My 
material collected with regard to the feebleminded remains 
as it was thirty years ago. 

After the appearance of the first work on the deaf, it 
became evident that the subject deserved and demanded 
far greater studies and research, both intensive and exten- 
sive. To this end it was necessary for me to address myself 
with all my energies and all my resources with a resolve 
to examine everything that had ever been written upon 
the subject in the English language—sociology, economics, 
history, psychology, education, law, medicine, and all else 
save fiction alone. My main concern was with the deaf, or 
with those sometimes erroneously known as “deaf-mutes” 
on the part of the public; but some attention had to be 
given to the hard of hearing as well, and also to the general 
matter of the prevention of deafness. In carrying on my 
task far more time was required than could have been 
dreamed of at the outset. This is why so many years have 
had to elapse before final completion could be reached. 
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In preparation of the work the two watchwords have 
been accuracy and thoroughness: what success may have 
been attained cannot now be fully known. Effort has been 
made to provide copious, and as far as seemed possible 
complete, statistical tables, footnote citations, and chapter 
bibliographies. For fear that some may think that citations 
and references have been overdone or carried out in too 
great detail, let me say that this was necessary on several 
different grounds: as an essential feature or factor in what 
purports to be a scientific study; as an incentive to further 
investigation and research on the part of the reader or 
student who might become interested in some phase of the 
subject; as a means of substantiation or verification of 
material used in the text; as a means of presenting all sides 
of possibly controversial questions; as a further means of 
educating the public upon the subject; as a means of giving 
trustworthiness and authority to what has been set down in 
the text; as massed documentary evidence of the research 
that has gone into the work; as an indication of what has 


been thought and written of the deaf in the past—the scope 
and the character of the attention that has been given to 
the subject; as a means of giving a standing and dignity 
to the cause; as a means of proving the vastness and range 
of the subject; and as a tribute and means of honor to the 


cause. 

The aim of the work has been the presentation of a study 
of strictly scientific character. But with this it is hoped that 
an even deeper purpose will appear—the rendering of service 
to a great cause, one of the greatest causes that can engage 
the interest and concern of man. 
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Editorial Comments on Retirement of 
Prof. Irving S. Fusfeld as Editor of 
the Annals 


F or twenty-three years the AMERICAN ANNALS OF THE 
Dear, that invaluable recorder of progress in the educa- 

tion of the deaf, has been edited by Professor Irving S. 
Fusfeld of Gallaudet College. When in 1920 Professor Fus- 
feld succeeded Dr. Edward Allen Fay as editor, he said, “It 
shall be the constant endeavor of the new director of the 
ANNALS to maintain the same standard of efficiency that Dr. 
Fay set and, for full half a century, so faithfully served.” 

Contemporaries who, like the present writer, have read 
each issue of the ANNALS since that time take pleasure in 
testifying to the fact that those were not vain words, Never 
once had the ANNALS slipped from its standard of dignity, 
intellectual integrity, and editorial care. No library dealing 
with the education of the deaf is complete without it. It will 
seem strange not to see Professor Fusfeld’s name on its front 
cover. We wish he could have remained to celebrate its 100th 
birthday in October, 1947, but it is easy to sympathize with 
his wish to retire, in view of the increasing pressure of other 
demands on his time. Our good wishes will follow him. 

Temporarily, the editorship is being assumed by Dr. 
Ignatius Bjorlee, Superintendent of the Maryland State 
School for the Deaf and Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Conference of Executives of American Schools 
for the Deaf. Dr. Bjorlee, stating in the September issue that 
he has accepted the editorship for the current year with the 
understanding that Dr. Powrie V. Doctor and Dr. Elizabeth 
Peet will continue as associate editors, says: “To find a 
successor for Dr. Fay and Professor Fusfeld . . . is one of the 
most important tasks confronting the Conference.”

After serving notably as editor of the AMERICAN ANNALS 
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oF THE Dear for twenty-three years, Irving S. Fusfeld finds 
it necessary by the increasing burden of other duties to re- 
tire from this position of great responsibility. The announce- 
ment of his retirement, carried in the September issue of the 
ANNALS, comes as a great surprise to the profession, and to 
Mr. Fusfeld’s personal friends, all of whom had come to re- 
gard him as a fixture.

As our guest, 
in April, 1940, he meticulously surveyed our school and made 
constructive recommendations that have formed the back- 
bone of our Superintendent’s efforts to reorganize our school 
work.

Possibly the way 
will now be open to him to spend more time afield, as a 
diagnostician of ailments which operate against the efficiency 
of our schools. 

As Dr. Bjorlee notes, his own service is of a temporary 
nature, in order to give the Conference ample time to select 
a permanent editor of the ANNALS. No more capable man 
could have been selected for the interim appointment than 
Dr. Bjorlee, whose long experience in Convention and Con- 
ference affairs, wide professional acquaintance and broad 
educational service as head of the Maryland School give him 
a peculiar fitness in the task of maintaining the high stand- 
ards of the ANNALS.

The September issue of the AMERICAN ANNALS OF THE 
Dear announced the resignation of Professor Irving S. Fus- 
feld as editor. The increasing burden of other duties made 
it advisable for Professor Fusfeld to have this heavy re- 
sponsibility taken from his shoulders. 

It is with keen regret that the members of the profession 
learn of this resignation for Professor Fusfeld during the 
twenty-three years that he has edited the ANNALS has kept 
it on the high standard set by his predecessor, Dr. Fay, who 
served faithfully for half a century. 

During all these years the ANNALS has made available 
the best professional writing and a complete history of the 
education of the deaf. 

The Annats is the official organ of the Conference of 
Executives of American Schools for the Deaf and the Con- 
vention of American Instructors of the Deaf. It is edited 
under the direction of the Executive Committee of the Con- 
ference. 

Dr. Ignatius Bjorlee, Superintendent of the Maryland 
State School for the Deaf, a recognized leader in the field 
of educating the deaf and a writer of note, has accepted the 
editorship for the current year with the understanding that 
Dr. Powrie V. Doctor and Dr. Elizabeth Peet will continue 
as associate editors, and with the further understanding that 
he is to be released as soon as an appointment can be made. 
Recommendation for the appointment is to be made by the 
Executive Committee and placed before the Conference for 
ratification.

“Minnesota Companion” 
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Retirement of 
Dr. Thomas Carlaw |Forrester 
LB. 


T HOMAS CARLAW Forrester was born in Glasgow, Scot- 

land. He was educated at the Bathgate Academy and 
later attended college in Edinburgh. After taking an ex- 
amination and qualifying for an appointment in a depart- 
ment of the Civil Service, but in which department there 
were at the time only a few vacancies, Mr. Forrester ac- 
cepted a position in a Glasgow office where he had experience 
in accounting and business methods. This training he has 
valued highly all through life and particularly in his work as 
a superintendent. 

In 1893 Mr. Forrester was offered a position in the Glas- 
gow Institution for the Deaf where he received valuable 
training and experience under the distinguished educator 
Dr. William H. Addison. While there he was also closely 
associated with G. Sibley Haycock, another eminent authori- 
ty on the deaf. Thomas Rodwell and Harold Clegg who rose 
to prominence in the profession, were also in the Glasgow 
School during his residence there. His next appointment was 
in the Belfast, Ireland, school under J. A. Tillinghast who 
had previously been superintendent of the Montana State 
School. 

In the summer of 1898, Mr. Forrester in company with 
Mr. Haycock came to see American schools and attend the 
convention at Columbus, Ohio. On his way home he was 
offered a position in the Ontario School for the Deaf at 
Belleville under Mr. R. Mathison who was superintendent at 
that time. He accepted and in October returned to Belleville 
where he spent eight years. In 1906 he was offered the posi- 
tion of head teacher in the Montana State School. Three 
years later he was offered the principalship of the School for 
the Colored Deaf and Blind at Overlea, Maryland, where he 
remained till his appointment in 1913 as superintendent of 
the Maryland State School at Frederick. In 1918 he was 
invited to Rochester, Dr. Alexander Graham Bell having 
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suggested his name to Mr. Edmund Lyon who was then 
president of the Board of Directors. The suggestion of Dr. 
Bell’s was unknown to Mr. Forrester until he arrived in 
Rochester. In the Flower City he remained for twenty-five 
years, completing fifty years in the work altogether. 

Dr. Forrester holds the A.C.P. diploma of the College of 
Preceptors, London, and is a life member of the College. He 
also holds the certificate of the National College of Teachers 
of the Deaf. His first paper on “Less Text-book: More 
Teacher” read at the Convention held at Ogden, Utah, 
many years ago, was classed at that time by Mr. Booth as 
one of the finest ever given at such a gathering. From then 
until his retirement he contributed various articles to pro- 
fessional journals. A few years ago he was asked to con- 
tribute a paper on “Language in the Rochester School” for a 
Conference of Educators of the Deaf held in Australia. 
While in training in the Old Land, Dr. Forrester took courses 
in Art and Applied Art at the Glasgow School of Art, sloyd 
at Naas, Sweden, the fountain head of the sloyd system, and 
courses at other centres on this side of the Atlantic. He also 
took liberal arts courses at Johns Hopkins University and at 
the University of Rochester. 

In 1922 he received the honorary degree of F.E.1L.S. (Fel- 
low of the Educational Institute of Scotland) and in 1942 
the honorary degree of L.H.D. from Gallaudet College, 
Washington. He has been a member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the American Association to Promote the Teaching of 
Speech to the Deaf since 1914 and for many years its secre- 
tary, but is a strong believer in the use of the manual alpha- 
bet as was his distinguished predecessor, Dr. Zenas F. 
Westervelt. He attributes the high academic standard of the 
Rochester School to the use there made of that medium in 
addition to speech. 

Dr. Forrester is still a member of the board of directors of 
the Rochester School of which board he is also the secretary. 

Throughout these many years Mrs. Forrester, a teacher of 
the deaf prior to her marriage, has proven a valuable help- 
mate to her husband. Our best wishes accompany this worthy 
couple.

Ou profession has sustained a great loss in the death of 
Miss Mary Irving Lyle on September 21, 1943, in New 
York. 

Miss Lyle was born in Danville, Kentucky, where she 
spent the early years of her life, and, after graduating from 
Caldwell College, began her teaching career in the primary 
schools for hearing children. At least two of her pupils were 
later to become outstanding educators of the deaf—Madison 
Lee and William McClure. 

Mary Lyle’s own interest in the deaf began at an early age, 
as “Breezy Hill,” the home of the Lyle family, was situated 
next door to the Kentucky School for the Deaf—a factor 
that doubtless was an influence in the choice of her life 
work. 

After taking the normal training course at Mt. Airy, Miss 
Lyle returned to Danville and taught for several years in the 
school here under Dr. Rogers. In a recent letter he speaks 
with deep appreciation of her excellent and efficient service 
under his administration. 

Miss Lyle was prominent in the social and civic life of 
Danville and was greatly missed by the community when 
she left Kentucky to accept a teaching position in New York 
City in Public School 47. 

She was associated with this school up to the time of her 
retirement three years ago, and during this long period, gave 
unstintingly of herself and her time, not only as classroom 
teacher but also in training normal students in methods of 
teaching speech, language and elementary subjects to the 
deaf child. 

One of those rare souls, a “born” teacher, Mary Lyle had 
a great love for her work, and brought to it an enthusiasm so 
contagious that every pupil gave her his best effort. Her skill 
and her insight brought forth a response from even the slow- 
est child. 

Miss Lyle served the deaf during a period of more than 
forty years, and it is gratifying to consider the long pro- 
cession of boys and girls who have gone out into the world 
during this time with horizons widened and characters 
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strengthened because of their contact with this inspiring 
teacher. 

Mary Lyle has not gone. She lives on in the hearts and 
memories of her grateful pupils, her fellow-workers, and the 
host of other friends who knew and loved her.

John Jacob Dold 


JOHN JACOB DOLD: Born in Muscatine, Iowa, February 
21, 1866. Became deaf at age of 8 years, cause unknown. 
Entered Iowa School for the Deaf in 1874, leaving in 1882 at 
16. Worked for a decade at various occupations, Appointed 
a teacher in the Kansas School for the Deaf at Olathe in 1893. 
Married in 1896 Miss Eva Orr, graduate of the Illinois school, 
also a teacher in the Kansas school. Mrs. Dold died in 1920, 
leaving two sons of this union, John Jacob Dold, Jr., now of 
San Jose, California, and Chester Wilfred Dold of Chicago. 
Retired from teaching in January, 1942, after completing 
nearly 49 years in the profession. Died in San Jose, California, 
September 19, 1943. 


OHN JACOB (“JAKE”) DOLD was one of the last of those 

personages in the profession of educating the deaf who 
entered the work with limited formal education and who in 
many instances were the beneficiaries of political appoint- 
ment. He was one of the extremely few who remained to be- 
come honored and trusted schoolmen. His passing was the 
passing of an era in the education of the deaf. 

In the early nineties Populism swept the prairies of the 
western states, particularly in Kansas. The farmers’ revolt 
against the “reactionary” interests grew in force as the presi- 
dential election of 1896 drew near. Bryan made his Cross of 
Gold speech before frenzied Democrats in Chicago, becoming 
the first grass roots presidential candidate. This climaxed the 
western agrarian uprising against the interests at the end of 
the last century. With Bryan’s defeat the revolt subsided for 
the time being. 

The Populists have long since disappeared from the Kan- 
sas scene. But between 1892 and the turn of the century they 
had the state tied up in hard knots. William Allen White, 
then a fledgling editor in little Emporia, wrote his famous 
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editorial, “What’s the Matter with Kansas?” and advised 
the people to raise less hell and more corn. 

Mary Ellen Lease, her middle name changed to “Yellin’” 
by her political opponents, at that time was a prominent 
Populist figure, wielding great influence in Wichita and 
throughout Kansas. She was one of the first active female 
political reformers. She went into the game with both feet 
and a voice that commanded instant attention, not, perhaps, 
by what she said but by the noise she made. On the election 
of the first Populist governor in 1892, she was placed on the 
board managing the state institutions, including the Olathe 
school for the deaf. 

Jake Dold at that time was employed in the Dold Packing 
Plant at Wichita, owned by an uncle, later absorbed by 
Armour & Company. His family had come to know Mrs. 
Lease sufficiently well to obtain her influence in his behalf. 
This resulted in his appointment to teach in the Kansas 
school, beginning in the fall of 1893. 

The Populists thoroughly cleaned out the state institutions 
in 1892-3 and filled them with “deserving” party members. 
The experienced and well qualified superintendent of the 
Olathe school was ousted and a man so incompetent placed 
in charge that even the Populists became disgusted and 
threw him out in less than a year. Teachers were appointed 
who knew nothing about teaching and who had never seen 
a deaf child before. 

Eventually these incompetent teachers were dropped. In 
the final housecleaning, Jake Dold retained his position. 
This may have been due more to his native intelligence and 
a certain dignity of bearing than to any real learning or 
teaching ability at that time. To his everlasting credit he 
admitted, if only to himself, that his education was deficient, 
since he had quit school at 16 to make his way in the world. 
From the moment he realized his shortcomings in this respect 
he devoted himself to constant study and reading in order 
that he might become better qualified for his position. Dur- 
ing his early years at Olathe he invariably carried a book 
and a dictionary in his pockets while on the school grounds 
or in charge of study hall and seized every spare moment 
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to complete the education he had mapped out for himself. 

Looking back over his youth and the Populist upheaval in 
Kansas, he often would become amused and occasionally 
sarcastic in commenting on the events he had witnessed. He 
had not been a part of this political movement and had 
profited thereby only through chance. Possessed of a keen 
sense of humor, he could recount many episodes involving 
the great and near-great of that period. 

A Kansas governor of the time, when criticized for per- 
mitting the placing of unqualified people in teaching posi- 
tions at Olathe, is said to have remarked that “any country 
yokel can drop his plow and teach deaf-mutes.” Mr. Dold 
would often quote this remark with relish, as depicting the 
condescending attitude of those in power at the time toward 
the education of the deaf, so far removed from these days 
when training and certification of teachers is the rule. 

Jake Dold was of a retiring and somewhat temperamental 
disposition, with a quiet and reserved manner. He was fond 
of history and biography. Along in his middle years he 
had become well grounded in the fundamentals of what we 
call the liberal arts and a very well educated man, entirely 
through his own efforts. 

He could truly say that he was a self-made man. In almost 
50 years of teaching he came into contact with hundreds of 
pupils. Their verdict in their mature years has been that 
he was a good and faithful teacher. What accolade does a 
schoolman prize more than the acclaim of his former pupils?
